Arnold Urged

Milk Trust

Charges Small Dealers 
Threatened

The Milk Consumers Protective 
Committee yesterday asked Assist- 
ant Attorney General Thurman 
Arnold to investigate the Milk 
Trust's action against independent 
dealers. 


In a telegram dispatched to the 
Assistant Attorney General, Chair- 
man Susan Jenkins of the Con- 
sumers Committee, termed the re- 
cent threat of milk diversion from 
New York City a maneuver of. the 
Milk Trust to “remove the last ves- 
tige of independent competitors” 
by forcibly witholding their milk. 

After a week of numerous meet- 
ings among upstate producers, when 
hundreds of farmers were reported 
ready to hold milk back from the 
city, the milk diversion threat ap- 
parently dissolved as Sheffield’s 
Farm Co. Inc., one of the biggest 
of the milk monopolists, announced 
it had signed a “provisional yniform 
contract for continuance of the 
Federal Milk Marketing” law which 
was declared void by a recent Su- 
preme Court ruling. 

The Milk Consumers Protective 
Committee, in its protest to Thur- 
man Arnold, charged the Trust with 
violence in its encroachment upon 
the rights of small dealers.

‘Running Not Harmful’—Glenn 


Glenn Cunningham, who can be conservatively called 
the greatest mile runner of all time without fear of contra- 
diction, answers question as to the possible harmful effects 
of too many gruelling races as follows: 

Im in better physical condition now than I was ten years 
ago before running all these races. Training and racing are not 
the least bit harmful if done systematically, with common sense 
and if the athlete keeps himself in really good condition—I mean 
eating, etc. On the contrary, it makes for better health.” 

To support Glenn's thesis (he's a physical ed. instructor on the 
side) we have the cases of Paavo Nurmi, hale, hearty and still running 
in Finland, deep in his fortys, and Willie Ritola, who ran every dis- 
tance from the three-quarter mile up for years, now starting a come- 
back for the Olympic marathon. He's well over the forty line, too. 
Then. of course, there is Clarence De Mar, grinding out his 26-mile 
marathon stints every year. Clarence was a full grown young man 
when the Maine went down in Havana harbor. 

On the other side of the picture we have the case of Frank Nor- 
dell. the “iron man” of NYU and club running, who “doubled up” 
several nights a week without regard to the laws of nature, and who 
died at 30 last year. So some sort of restriction to keep the boundless 
energy guys from running themselves into the ground still seems

Sees Latest Changes As 
Aid te Pitehers — — But... 


I haven’t quite made up my mind whether it’s revolu- 
tipn or counter-R. But one of the two is taking place in 


baseball at this very moment. Ever since I wrote of Shel- 
lenback and his spitball. I've been trying to fathom which of the two 
it is. And frankly, I can't make up my mind. So maybe the best thing 
I can do is to present the facts and let you decide for yourselves. 
The Faithful may remember that when I wrote the Saga of Shelly 
and his spitball, I inferred that with the banishment of the “damp 
one” the sales on slippery elm fell to a low only equalled by the perfidy 
of those 47 Senators who slashed the Relief Measure. At the same time 
that the spitter was declared an unfair advantage to the pitcher 80 
were the shine and emery balls ruled unkosher.. The spitter 
dipsy-doo in the strike gone. The shine ball, so designated because 
the surreptitious use of a bit of paraffin, likewise gave the pitcher 
edge. The use of emery (or more often a pop-bottle cap concealed 
the glove) for making abrasions in the cover of a ball put the pitchers 
another one up on the hitters. The slight nicks in the leather gave 
the pitcher another-edge in gripping the ball which “sailed” ag it 
reached the strike zone.
